In their air war if destruction against the ERV, the 
aggressors and their henchmen have perpetrated innumerable 
crimes; massacre of civilians, destruction of property, 
devastation of populated areas, ' many prosperous "owns ana 
villages in North Vietnam. Namdinh city is one of their 
victims. 

It is a densely populated area with a population consis- 
ting of 93,000 mostly of women and Children crowding an area 
of over 5 scuo.ro kilometers. Namdinh' s population density is 
very high; 17,000 people per square kilometer. -The city lies 
in the middle of an expanse of paddy fields on the right banx 
of the Red River, South of the Dao canal, South West of the 
? ay River, and 30 km a from the seaeoast , 

Namdinh is also a well known textile oity. After tne 
devastating 9 year war, it spent 11 years restoring ana exp a a- 
ding its Textile complex, Series of new factories have oeen 
built. Nearly all of the population of Namdinh are workers and 
handicraftsmen working in factories among which the Textile 
Complex which employs 13,000 workers of whom ?0 per cent are 
women, Handicraftsmen alone number nearly ten thousand. 

Namdinh is also a famous cultural centre of North Viet- 
nam, It boasts ancient historical sites and natural beauty 
spots 0 ( u.Cjh as the “Scholar Campus", the Scholar Lane, Tne 
Ylxuy&n Lake etc ...

Losses in housing after the tw* raids on Hang Thao and 
Hoang Van Thu streets alone amounted to millions of dongs 
( V i o tns rue s e o u r r e n c y ) . 

Many industrial and handicraft enterprises were attacked 
like the Textile Complex, 

Together with doners of most savage attacks on dykes and 
hydraulic works in Nam Ha province, U»S* planes bombed 3 times 
the dyke, network surrounding the city, seriously threatening 
the life of the inhabitants in the province and the city. 

Vdjile strafing Nam Dinh's populous quarters, the U.8» 
--'ogreosors did not spare hospitals, schools, nurseries and 
kindergartens, The city's hospital was bombed twice, and its 
consulting -room, maternity room and X-ray room damaged, Dear, 
Quoo Toan, Nguyen Van Cu', Ho Tung Man schools were also des- 
troyed fcy the Yankees, a kindergarten in the Textile Complex 
was bombed time and again; many buildings razed to the 
ground and equipment damaged, Fortunately all the children 
had been evacuated to safety, As public welfare facilities, • 
hospitals wore .built in special areas vyith visible Red Cross 
marking; schools and nurseries boro no sign which might 
cause them to ha mistaken ^or military target's,* Churches, 
pagodas, holy sites with religious symbols' have been indis- 
rlminatoly strafed, damaged and wrecked py U,S, planes,
